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SUMMARY OF BILL:    Prohibits a peer supporter during a critical incident stress 

management intervention from being compelled to testify or divulge certain communications 

with a person participating in the crisis intervention.  Specifies these communications are 

considered confidential.

• Excluding a peer supporter during a critical incident stress management intervention 

from being compelled to testify or divulge certain communications with a person 

participating in the crisis intervention will not result in a significant fiscal impact to state 

or local government.
